As the Matter of this Book is confiderable , fo is the order and depen- 
cence of all its parts excellent ; in regard that alt the Propofitions are ranged 
according to a Geometrical method , and fo well difpofed , that the latter da- 
always fuppofe the former, and feem to depend all of them^ upon certain evi- 
dent principles, whence they flow by a natural conLequence, 

This Volurne contains two Treatiles. 

The Plrfi \% divided into 5. Books. In the four frft , he tvtn<^ of FUr^ts^. 
and diliributes them into three CUjfes ; fome growin^ /;; the Earthy nsTr^^x;- 
others , growing upn plants ^ as A^ofey and a' third fort , growing /^/?i?» 
Animds^ as Hairy Hor^s^zndFearhers. He examins and confldersthe 
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P^rt5 of all thefe Plants and their life , the manner, how they are produced, 
and nouriflied.; and their different Qualities. He difcourfes alfo of Bread, 
Wine y Oyle , and the other Mixtes, that are made of Plances. 

In the Fifth BooJ^y he treats of the Generation of Animals , where he 
delivers many curious matters, explicating in averyeafie and familiar way 
that Argument , which hath alwayes been lookt up^n > as one of the obfcureR 
in Nauiral Phllofophy. 

Th^ Second Treatife confifts of 7. Books; wherein the Authors confiGcrs^, 
what appertain to tj^an. He difcourfes j?r/?, ofD!geftion> of the Circu- 
lation of the Bloud, and of the life of the principal parts of the Human Body. 
JSlexty he treats of the Senfes^External and Internal 1 of all he Motions of 
the Body, both Natural and Voluntary; of the fenfitive Appetite, and the Paf- 
fions; T^^^^ he proceeds to the Temperaments, Habits, IntHnd, Sleep, 
Sicknefs, &c. Lafliy y pafling to the Rational Sot^l ^ he endeavours tode- 
monftrate the Immortaliry thereof^ and to explain alfo the Manner , how it 
worketh upon the Eocy , and is united with tlie Body ; where he omits not 
to realon of all the powers of the Soul ^ of Liber cy^^ and of the Operations of 
thz Underftancing and Will. 

In general y tne Authour makes it his fiudy., for the explicating of the 
moft perplexc Difficulties, to ilieW) that Nature works not but by very fimple 
and eaiie waves, 

Inparticul^y--, he interfperfes Ceveril curious remarks^ E.g. He teaches 
how to make Perfpecilves] that magnine Objeils, without GlUS; telling us, 
that when an Objeftis look' t upon through a fmall hole, it appears much 
greater than it is ; and that therefore, if inftead of GlafTes one did caft before 
ones eyes two T/^r^j having little holes in "them , it would furniiliuswirh 
a new kind of PerfpeBives ,''more commodious than thofe of Glafles, which 
fpoil the Sight by reafonof the refra6llon of the Rayes.caufed thzrdyy.^gai/-^^ 
He renders the caufe of that common, but furprifing, effect of Painters, 
drawing certain Pourtraiilures, which feem to look direflly upon ail theic 
Beholders, on what fide foever they phcethemfelves: f'^idel. That In thofe 
Piilures, the Nofe is a little turned to one fide , and the eyes to the other^ 
Whence it comes , thatfuch Pictures fee 71 to look to the right fide , becaufe 
the Eyes are indeed turned that way; but they appear alfo tolook to the left, 
becaufe the point of the Nofe is turned that way, and the Table, whereon 
the Pi6iure is drawn , being fiat , the Looker on perceives not, that the Eyes 
are turned th'other way; which he would do, if the Eyes of thePourtraic 
were convexe: Whence it comes > that no Figure can be madeembcffed, 
which looks every way. 

The art , which he teaches of making Parjlej llioot oit of the ground in a 
few hours, is this. Infuie the feed of it in Vineagar ; and, having fownit 
ingood-oround , caft on it a good quantity of the Ailies of Bean-Cods, and 
fprinkie It with Spirit of Wine , andthen cover it with fome linnen. He 
mentions alfo 5 that if you calcine Earth, and then water it welU it will 
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product i gre4t varkty u£ di&rcnt Hcibs; and chat the Aines of Carn buinr^ 
being fown , have foiDctimcs pr-oduced other Corn. 

To add that by the by, Th*s Author is not fo a^di61cd to Afljlptjc,^ 
as to be on his fide,'vvhen he thinks.Truth is not. He hath cilMntipated rjim- 
Iclf confiderably from thz ScholafiUk^xyoi Philofophing. He dares ma?n> 
tain , that the Vegetative and Seniitive Souls arc not Sfil^fh^ttalPorms; and 
that it is vyith Plants and Animals, as with Artificial things, the Form 
whereof refuits from the Union and Difpofition of the pgrrs* Accorcjijio 
to this Hjpothejps , he Explicates all the Operations of Plants and Animals ^ 
without having any recourfe totheSouL He avers alfo, that there are no 
Species fntcntlonalesy and no Habitudes, and that the Animal Spirits , which 
philofophers commonly believe to be neccflary for alltheOperatious of Life, 
arc ufelefs. 

It might alfo be obferved out of this Author, what he difcourfes of th^ 
Generation of Animals by Pa trefadion ; of the Caufe of Intermittent jF<?^- 
vers , and of the Animal inftinft , and of many other particulars; were it 
not better to refer the Curious to the Book it felf.

This Author imploymg his Pen chiefly , according co his defign , . to give 
an Accompt of the Succefs , the Undertakers of this Voyage had , in pro- 
pagating the Chriflian Faith in the remoter parts of the World, and relating 
on that occafion. What number of Churches they have Founded in Cochtn-^ 
China y and the Kingdome of Tenqnin (in which latter alone he. affirms, that 
there are more then three htmdred ihoufand Chriftians .; ) Being, I fay prin- 
cipally intent upon thatSubjeftjhe feems not to have made manyPhilofophical 
observations in thofe places. Mean while he does good fervice to thofe , that 
have occafion to travel into the £^7?-/W/V^ mofily by Land, by dcfcribing 
the paflage , they took thither ; which was , That they cmbarqued at Mf^r- 
felScs y mSepter>ther y the moft convenient and favourable feafon for that 
Voyage ; whence Ships do ordinarily pafs every Month from Sjria , recko- 
riirig one Month for the time of Say ling to jilex^ndrena. Thence to Alepp^y 
counting one month more for the Stay , to be made there to meet the Cara^ 
vmc for B.%h)[on , and fix weeks more for the march from Aleppo to Bahjlon*^ 
-where a fortnight will pafs , before an opportunity happen to embarque upon 
^^^Tyg^^^ioT Balfera; which Journey will require a fortnight more. And 
about this time it will be neer the end of January. Thence is always con- 
veniency to pafs to CoKgo , 4. days Journey from Consoron or Gomhom ; to 
which latter part there is alfo frequent occafion to pafs by fea from Balfora^ 
which will take up feme 15 or 16. days Sail. There ( vid. at (T^w^n^ j 
you will every year meet mi\\.Engiljh\ "Tortu^al y Dfitchy and Mm^) 
Vellels , for Surate , from OchheriiW the end of April ; for they are ob- 
J/ged to be at Snr^tc ^ before the end of May ^ bccaufc all the ports of thoie 
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Iffdles are lliat the 4. enfuing months , by reafon of the danger of that Sea* 

But befidos this Diredion^the Book is not cuicc defiitute of NatPird Ob- 
fervations. It relates, 1. How Diamonds are found and feparated in G^/^ 
conia; They take of the Earth, held to be pcoper to form them, which is 
reddilt, and diftinguifh'd with white veins, and full ot flints and hard 
lumps. Then they put near the places , which they will digge , a clofe and 
even Earth; and to it they carry thofe Earths, they have digged out of the 
Mine, and gently fpread it abroad , and leave it/^xpofed to the Sun for two 
days. Thtn being dryed enough, they beac it, and fifiing this Earth ^ they 
find the Diamonds in adies of Flints, in which Nature hath fet them. Here 
he adds, that the King of that Country farms out thefe Diamond- Mines for 
^00000, Crowns pirr ^^i;^/^;;^, referving to himfelf the right of all the Dia- 
monds , that eKceed ten Carats in weight : There are Diamonds , that 
mouhltO'j5. and 40 Carats. And this is the great Treafure of that Prince. 

a . That the'nioil efteemed fruit in tbofe parts , the Dpmon ( of the big- 
tiefs and fliape of an ordinary Melon ) has a very unpleafing and even untold 
lerable fmell , like to that of a rotten Jl^fe. 

5. That/^/V^ profpers mod in waterim grounds; and that the fields , 
where it grows beft , refembles rather to Marifnes, than to any plough^id 
Soyle : Yea, that that Grain has the force, though 6. or 7. foot water Hand 
over it, tbiliootits Stalk above it; .andthat the Stem , which bears it, ri- 
fes and grows proportionably to the height of the water , that drowns the 
field. 

4, That the way of keeping ones felf harm-tel's from a wild EUfhaftt ^ 
when he runs dirCiSly upon one , is , to hold fomething.to him ; as a riat, a 
Coat, apieeeof Linnen, which he feifes on with his Trunk, and playes 
with it , as if he were pleafed witb this apparent homage, done to him ; and 
fopaffeson. If he be in a rage, that then the only remedy is., to turn in- 
ceffantly behind him to the left fide , in regard that naturally (fahh this Au- 
thor) he never turns himfelf that way , but to the right : And the time,there 
is to turn , becaufe of the BeaRs unweildjnefs , affords* leifure enough to 
climbe up fome high Tree , or to mount fome deep ground: all which if it 
fail , by holding always his tail , and turning with him , the Animal will be 
tired , and give opportunity to efcape. 
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
